Kotor vehicle owners were crdered to maintain their vehicles in good

All horses belonging to independent farmers in the area of the KVV were 
registered by military commissions after 16 July 1950, The farmers were 
given papers specifying the olace of delivery of the horses if such action 
is necessary.
